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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Atkinson: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  to- 
gether with  the  reports  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music  and  the 
School  Nurse.  These  appended  reports  deserve  your  thought- 
ful consideration.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  table  of  statis- 
tics which  follows  this  report. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  last  year  was 
84.  This  number  is  one  less  than  during  the  vear  ending  in 
June,  1930.  The  attendance  averaged  95.39%  of  the  member- 
ship. The  average  for  the  state  was  95.4%.  Seventeen  pupil? 
were  neither  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  attendance  in  the  Atkinson 
schools  during  the  recent  years:

The  two  graduates  from  the  eighth  grade  last  June  entered 
the  Academy.  This  is  a  time  when  young  people  should  con- 
tinue in  school.  It  is  far  better  for  them  to  enroll  in  schools 
than  to  be  found  merely  forming  habits  of  idleness.  I  urge  all 
our  graduates  from  the  eighth  grade  to  go  to  Hijh  School  and 
to  go  through. 

Miss  Betty  Hird  resigned  her  position  from  the  Center 
Primary  to  accept  a  position  at  a  higher  salary  in  .Andover, 
Mass.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Marion  Nelson  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal  School,  with  two 
■\  ears'  experience. 

The  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  were  given  this  Fall  as 
m  other  years.  Scores  obtained  show  that  good  school  progress 
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has  been  made.  It  is  our  aim  to  direct  our  teaching  to  individ- 
ual pupils,  first  by  discovering  needs  and  then  by  adaption  of 
work  and  drill.  This  year  as  in  other  years,  our  tests  are  de- 
signed to  reveal  these  needs,  and  we  have  given  attention  to 
choosing  the  right  kind  and  amount  of  drill. 

The  Center  School  gave  an  operetta  in  December.  The 
proceeds  made  it  possible  to  buy  equipment  for  a  toy  orchestra 
frame  George  Washington's  picture,  and  to  purchase  volley 
balls  and  net  for  the  playground. 

The  pupils  have  had  a  share  in  the  government  of  the 
schools,  thus  gaining  valuable  experience  in  good  citizenship. 

A  May  Day  program  has  been  given  at  the  Depot  Schools. 
which  was  good  enough  to  be  a  credit  to  any  school. 

The  Sawyer  School  has  bought  books,  teacher's  desk  and 
other  supplies  with  money  earned  by  doing  their  own  janitor 
work. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  in  selecting  new  books  have 
cooperated  with  the  teachers  and  have  purchased  books  that 
are  of  special  help  and  interest  to  the  school  children,  both 
in  school  and  at  home. 

The  cost  of  instruction  per  pupil  in  Atkinson  is  still  below 
that  State  Median.  Every  School  District  in  which  a  school 
tax  of  five  dollars  per  one  thousand  dollars  equalized  valuation 
does  not  yield  a  sum  equal  to  the  approved  budget,  is  entitled 
to  State  Aid  for  elementary  schools.  The  State  Aid  is  the 
amount  that  must  be  added  to  the  yield  of  the  five  dollars'  tax 
to  equal  the  amount  of  the  approved  budget.  The  approved 
budget  for  elementary  schools  is  the  amount  fixed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  as  the  minimum  amount  necessary  to  main 
tain  standard  schools.  Our  budget  is  determined  by  the  amounts 
that  State  Aid  will  allow  on  the  various  items.  If  maintenance 
costs  are  cut  below  this  amount  it  will  reduce  State  Aid  rather 
than  the  cost  to  the  local  tax  payer. 

One  of  our  greatest  living  teachers,  Angelo  Patri,  says: 
"The  school  cannot  do  it  all.   The  parents,  the  grandparents. 
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;he  community,  the  homes,  the  use  of  leisure,  the  play,  the 
church,  the  library,  and  countless  other  agencies  are  at  work 
luietlv,  but  surely  in  the  tremendous  movement  called  educa- 
lion.  There  are  twenty-four  hours  in  a  day.  The  child  spends 
at  best  six  hours  in  school,  five  days  in  a  week  forty  weeks  in 
a  year.  He  spends  eighteen  hours  outside  of  school,  seven  days 
in  a  week  and  fifty-two  weeks  in  ayear  .  No,  the  school  cannot 
compete!  The  handicaps  are  too  great.  It  must  be  together 
child,  teacher,  parents,  home,  community,  and  church  All  need 
the  school,  but  even  more  does  the  school  need  all  the  other 
helpers.  Educating  boys  and  girls  is  the  biggest  job  in  this 
land  of  ours.  It  is  too  big  a  job  for  the  schools  alone.  Confi- 
dence and  faith  are  at  the  base  of  all  cooperative  endeavors. 
Children,  teachers,  and  parents  must  cooperate." 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
and  assistance  given  me  by  the  School  Board  and  the  teaching 
force.

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MUSIC  SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Music 
in  the  Atkinson  Schools. 

Music  education  in  our  schools  has  developed  in  the  past 
year  a  genuine  enthusiasm  and  love  for  good  music  through 
vocal  instrumental  and  appreciation  courses. 

The  children  learn  to  sing  many  attractive  and  worthwhile 
songs  before  any  music  reading  is  taught.  During  the  latter 
part  of  the  first  year  staff  notation  is  introduced,  from  this 
grade  thorugh  the  eighth  the  pupils  progress  step  by  step  easily 
and  effectively. 

Recognition  of  musical  instruments  is  taught  by  sight  and 
sound  with  the  help  of  the  victrola  and  picture  charts.  This 
work  begins  in  grade  one  where  the  children  learn  the  violin, 
trumpet  and  piano.  Each  year  new  instruments  are  introduced 
and  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  year  the  entire  svmphony  orches- 
tra is  completed. 

Rhythm  bands  have  been  organized  in  all  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  past  term.  The  children  delight  in  playing  the  instru- 
ments, which  gives  them  a  splendid  opportunity  for  rhythm  re- 
sponse. In  these  bands  are  found  triangles,  tambourines,  cym- 
oals,  drums,  bells  and  rhythm  sticks. 

The  operetta  "Circus  Days"  a  Lorenz  publication  was 
presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  Center  School  on  December 
eleventh.  Commendable  solo  and  chorus  work  was  done  by  the 
boys  and  girls  and  the  audience  was  generously  appreciative  of 
the  young  people's  efforts. 
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The  pupils  of  the  Academy  gave  the  Myers  Carrington 
operetta  "The  Toreadors'  in  April.  The  cast  consisted  of 
eight  characters,  the  other  members  of  the  school  acting  as 
chorus.  Work  is  well  under  way  on  "Sailor  Maids"  which  will 
be  presented  in  the  near  future. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  and  the 
teachers  for  the  hearty  cooperation  extended  me  throughout 
the  year.
